Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  paid  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 

1967. 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  Local  Health  Services, 
-nd  this  has  led  to  a  close  integration  of  the  Local  Authority  Health  Services. 

In  I967,  the  new  combined  Divisional  Health  Office  and  Clinic  was  opened  in 
Brighouse,  and  for  the  first  time  all  our  services  are  under  one  roof  and  full 
facilities  are  available  for  all  our  clinic  services  and  dental  services,  in  addition 
to  the  office  for  administration. 

The  birth  rate  was  18.3  per  thousand  population,  which  is  rather  above  the 
average  for  the  country,  but  Queensbury  and  Shelf  has  had  a  fairly  high  birth  rate 
for  the  past  eight  years.  During  this  period,  the  population  has  risen  by  10#  and 
is  now  estimated  to  be  9j720.  This  rise  has  been  partly  due  to  a  natural  increase, 
i.e.,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  and  partly  due  to  families  moving  into  the 
district  with  the  development  of  new  housing  estates.  Shelf  has  always  been 
predominantly  a  residential  area,  and  now  Queensbury  appears  to  be  changing  from 
being  a  self-contained  town  and  is  providing  more  and  more  housing  accommodation  for 
people  working  in  the  neighbouring  cities. 

The  death  rate  in  I967  was  12.7,  again  an  average  figure  for  Queensbury  and  Shelf 
although  rather  higher  than  the  national  figure.  The  infant  mortality  rate  at  11.2 
was  exceptionally  low  but  this  rate  fluctuates  widely  from  year  to  year  as  it  is  based 
on  very  small  numbers. 

There  -.as  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  in  recent 
years,  as  recently  as  i960,  only  one  baby  in  forty  was  illegitimate  but  this  has 
gradually  increased  and  in  the  last  two  years  the  ratio  has  been  one  in  ten. 

However,  last  year  only  two  of  the  mothers  concerned  were  unmarried  girls  under 
twenty  j^oars  of  age,  and  in  most  cases  it  would  appear  that  the  children  are  enjoying 
a  normal  family  life  and  are  not  suffering  in  any  way  because  their  parents  have 
failed  to  legalise  their  union. 

Measles  was  the  most  prevalent  of  the  infectious  diseases  last  year,  with 
thirty-seven  cases  notified.  This  is  usually  a  mild  disease  and  has  been  accepted 
as  a  normal  hazard  in  a  young  family,  particularly  when  the  first  child  starts  school. 
However,  an  appreciable  number  of  children  develop  complications  from  it  and  may  be 
handicapped  later  in  life  by  chronic  ear  disease,  chest  infection,  or,  more  rarely, 
nervous  manifestations.  A  safe  and  effective  vaccine  is  no w  available,  and  if 

generally  used  there  is  no  reason  why  Measles  should  not  disappear  entirely  from  the 
community. 

Last  year,  we  had  a  full  establishment  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  as  a 
result  were  able  to  undertake  much  more  intensive  sampling  of  milk  sold  in  the 
district.  The  need  for  this  control  is  underlined  by  the  fact  that,  despite  all 
precautions,  one-naif  of  the  producer-retailers  in  the  district  have,  at  some  time 
during  the  year,  been  selling  milk  infected  with  Brucellosis.  There  have  not  been 
any  instances  of  widespread  infection  of  herds  but  rather  of  infected  animals  being 
introduced  and  bringing  with  them  the  risk  of  infeetion  to  healthy  animals,  to  farmers 
and  others  in  contact  with  them,  and  to  the  public  through  untreated  farm-bottled 
milk.  In  all  cases  the  infected  animals  were  quickly  identified  and  isolated,  so 
that  danger  to  the  public  was  very  small  indeed.  Even  intensive  testing  of  milk 
can  do  little  mere  than  suppress  Brucellosis  and  help  to  limit  its  spread.  Under 
the  Brucellosis  (Accredited  Herds)  Scheme,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  is  endeavouring  to  build  up  a  stock  of  disease-free  animals,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  pave  the  way  towards  complete  eradication  of  the  disease  from 
dairy  stock  in  the  country. 


In  1967,  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  paid  its  customary  two-yearly  visits  to  the 
district.  There  was  quite  a  good  response,  and  1 53  persons  were  examined.  No 
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cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  discovered  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  routine 
examination  of  healthy  volunteers  from  the  community  is  now  justified  in  view 
of  the  very  low  number  of  abnormalities  discovered.  In  future,  it  appears  likely 
that  this  service  may  be  restricted  to  trades  and  industries  where  there  is  some 
element  of  risk  $nd  to  sections  of  the  community  who  need  special  consideration, 
in  particular  immigrants  and  persons  employed  with  children.  Notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf  have  fallen  dramatically  in  recent  years 
from  an  average  of  nine  ten  years  ago  to  the  present  level  of  less  than  two. 

Whilst  much  of  this  improvement  can  be  attributed  to  development  in  treatment  and 
the  availability  of  hospital  heds,  the  Council  has  also  contributed  to  a  large 
extent  by  the  eradication  of  infected  milk  and  by  the  assistance  which  it  has  so 
readily  given  to  the  rehousing  of  the  families  of  patients. 

The  demand  for  screening  tests  for  the  early  detection  of  disease  increases 
year  by  year.  We  have  now  introduced  routine  tests  to  recognise  cases  of 
Phenylketonuria,  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip  and  deafness  in  infancy,  and 
schoolchildren  are  offered  a  comprehensive  range  of  examinations  and  tests  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Education  Act.  Public  opinion  is  now  swinging  towards 
routine  tests  for  healthy  adults  and  in  common  with  many  other  Authorities,  we 
are  now  providing  a  screening  service  for  Cancer  of  the  Cervix  and  Cancer  of  the 
Breast,  which  are  two  relatively  common  conditions  in  women  of  middle  age.  In 
1967>  120  women  were  examined  in  Queensbury  Clinic,  fortunately  without  any 
positive  results  being  reported. 

One  of  the  greatest  single  problems  now  facing  the  Health  Department  is  that 
of  substandard  housing.  There  is  a  large  number  of  substantial,  stonebuilt  houses 
dating  from  the  19^b  century,  still  lacking  what  wo  now  regard  as  essential 
amenities.  Many  are  capable  of  improvement  and,  indeed,  this  is  encouraged  as 
much  as  possible  by  the  Council  and  its  officials.  So  many  of  these  houses  are 
now  owner— occupied  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  invoke  the  "improvement  area 
procedure"  and  new  legislation  is  now  awaited  which  will  enable  the  Council  to  deal 
with  the  occasional  neglected  house  which  threatens  to  affect  neighbouring  property 
and  hold  up  the  improvement  of  a  block. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness 
patience  and  co-operation,  and  to  thank  Mr.  Shelley,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  most  willing  assistance  in  helping  me  to  tackle  the  numerous 
problems  of  the  Health  Department.

Although  Queensbury  and  Shelf  were  amalgamated  in  1937?  the  two  areas  are 
different  in  character,  and,  even  today,  no  full  community  of  interest  exists.  I 
think  the  principal  reason  why  the  two  areas  are  not  now  firmly  amalgamated  is 
the  difficulty  in  communication,  for  there  is  no  direct  bus  service  between  Shelf 
village  and  Queensbury.  Queensbury  village,  situated  as  it  is  on  the  high  eminence 
overlooking  Halifax,  has  unrivalled  views  for  an  industrial  town.  Because  of  its 
average  altitude  of  1,100  feet,  it  is  a  cold  area  but  often  escapes  the  foggy  con¬ 
dition  in  the  valleys.  Shelf  is  less  hilly  and  more  residential  in  character.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  estimate  of  the  population  of  Queensbury  and  Shelf  is  the  mid-year  estimate 
of  the  Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  9,720  as  compared  with  9,660  for  19 66. 

He  considers,  therefore,  that  the  population  has  increased  by  60. 

Birth  Rate. 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  18. 3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This 
compares  with  the  rate  of  17.2  for  1965.  To  compare  the  birth  rate  with  any  degree 
of  accuracy  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  it  is  necessary  to  adjust  the  crude 
birth  rate  by  multiplying  it  by  the  area  comparability  factor.  Every  district  varies 
as  to  the  distribution  of  population  among  the  sexes,  and  in  age  ranges.  The  area 
comparability  factor  is  an  attempt  to  standardise  our  sex  and  age  range  with  that 
of  the  country  as  a  whole.  Our  comparability  factor  is  0.9 6  which  means  that  with 
our  present  sex  and  age  range,  the  crude  birth  rate  has  to  be  adjusted  downwards  to 
bring  it  into  line  with  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  our  corrected  birth  rate  is  I7.6. 
This  compares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  administrative  County  of  18.2  and 
a  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  17.2. 

'There  were  sixteen  illegitimate  births,  all  live,  representing  9.0  per  cent, 
of  the  total  live  births  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  1.6  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

During  the  year,  there  were  five  stillbirths.  This  gives  a  rate  of  27.3  per 
1,000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  1 5. 2  and  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  is  14.8. 

Death  Rate. 


The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  12.7  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This 
is  0.2  above  the  rate  for  1966.  The  comparability  factor  fer  obtaining  the  adjusted 
death  rate  is  1.11  and  using  this  factor  we  have  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  14. 0. 

This  compares  with  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  12.0  for  the  Administrative  County  and 
of  11.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of  frequencys- 

1.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  -  45(52). 

2.  Malignant  Disease  -  23(26). 

3.  (Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  -  1 4( 12). 

(Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  Influenza  and  other  respiratory  diseases  -  14(8). 

(Last  year's  figures  are  given  in  brackets). 

Infant  Deaths. 

There  are  two  infant  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  of  Queensbury  and  Shelf  during 
1967?  and  the  infant  death  rate  is  11.2  per  thousand  live  births.  The  infant  death 
rate  of  11.2  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  Administrative  County  of  19.2  and  for 
England  and  Wales  of  18. 3. 

Premature  Births. 

There  were  twelve  children  born  prematurely  during  the  year  who  were  lbs. » 
or  under,  in  weight  at  birth. 

Maternal  Deaths. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf  during  the  year.

General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bradford,  continued  to  receive  clinical 
material  and  milk  samples  for  bacteriological  examination,  while  chemical  analysis 
was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Lea  &  Mallindor,  Public  iinalysts,  Halifax. 

Ambulance  Service. 


The  County  Ambulance  Station  at  Brighouse  provides  cover  for  the  Queensbury 
and  Shelf  Urban  District  and  the  neighbouring  areas  of  the  County.  This  service 
has  recently  been  reorganised  and  is  administered  from  the  Group  Control  at 
Birkenshaw,  telephone  number  Bradford  682211,  and  all  requests  for  the  ambulance 
service  should  be  made  to  this  Centre. 

Appended  hereto  are  particulars  of  the  cases  transported  during  the  year. 

The  figures  are  given  monthly,  and  the  total  for  last  year  is  appended  in 
brackets  after  the  total  in  each  line.  This  tables  applies  to  the  whole 
Division.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  split  the  Divisional  figures  to  give  the 
figures  for  Queensbury  alone. 

These  figures  show  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  all  the  categories 
of  patients,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Home  Nurse  made  2,785  visits  to  134  cases  during  the  year. 

Pull  collaboration  has  been  maintained  with  the  hospital  service  and  with 
the  General  Medical  Practitioners  under  whose  direction  the  District  Nurse  works. 

Home  Helps. 

There  were  99  cases  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf  being  provided  with  a  Home  Help 
at  the  beginning  of  1967?  and  60  new  cases  were  attended  during  the  year.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  113  cases  were  still  being  attended. 

Of  the  159  homes  attended  during  the  year,  domestic  help  was  provided  for 
131  old  people,  as  compared  with  100  in  1967.  Domestic  help  was  also  provided 
in  18  cases  whore  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  in  10  maternity  cases. 

During  1967?  there  were  21  women  working  as  Home  Helps  in  Queensbury  and 
Shelf,  and  altogether  they  worked  16796  hours.  Of  these  hours,  16275  were  spent 
in  helping  old  people. 

Chironody  Service. 

The  Chiropody  Service  commenced  in  i960  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
old  people  of  the  district.  The  Service  is  free  for  all  pensioners.  This  means 
that  women  of  sixty  are  able  to  have  chiropody  whereas  men  are  not  eligible  until 
they  are  sixty-five.  Women  of  sixty  generally  are  very  active  and  perhaps  some  of 
them  could  manage  to  look  after  their  feet  themselves  but  many  young  women  are 
used  to  having  chiropody  treatment  and  of  course  their  feet  have  often  been  subject 
to  unsuitable  footwear  for  a  considerable  time.  At  present  some  young  men  are 
subjecting  their  feet  to  similar  dangers!  they  will  regret  this  when  they  are 
older. 


We  have  been  fortunate  in  that  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  the  service 
as  a  direct  service  with  a  well-qualified  chiropodist.  The  numbers  attending 
have  increased  every  year  and  we  had  299  patients  receiving  treatment  in  1967? 
as  compared  with  283  last  year.  Of  these  patients,  1 98  attended  clinics,  the 
remaining  101  having  treatment  in  their  own  homes.  The  number  of  treatments 
given  this  year  was  1 596. 

The  Chiropody  Service  now  seems  to  be  running  smoothly  as  one  of  the  accepted 
services  of  this  department. 
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Health  Education . 


Health  Education  followed  the  lines  of  previous  years,  consisting  of  talks 
to  selected  classes  at  Fozliill  Junior,  and  Queensbury  and  Shelf  Secondary  Modern 
Schools.  The  Home  Safety  Committee  continued  with  its  special  efforts  during 
the  Golden  Jubilee  Safety  Year  and  had  a  three-day  exhibition  in  co-operation 
with  the  Hoad  Safety  Committee  in  May,  1 967 •  The  programme  for  the  Queensbury 
Civic  Society  included  a  panel  on  Home  Safety  and  a  talk  on  the  "Dangers  of 
Smoking". 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  gave  talks  in  the  Secondary  Schools  and 
arranged  for  pupils  to  visit  Municipal  Undertakings,  such  as  the  tip  and  the 
sewage  works.  The  Health  Visitors  also  gave  talks  in  schools  dealing  with 
personal  hygiene  in  addition  to  the  health  education  which  they  do  as  a 
normal  pa,rt  of  the  clinic  service. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 


The  Table  of  Climes  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  on  Table  4» 

We  have  no  purpose-built  clincs  in  either  Queensbury  or  Shelf  but  the 
Queensbury  Clinic  was  adapted  by  the  County  Council  from  the  old  billiard 
room  at  the  Victoria  Hall  and  serves  as  an  example  of  co-operation  between 
the  County  and  the  District  Councils.  This  clinic  is  well  used  and  presents 
excellent  accommodation. 

The  Clinic  at  Shelf  is  held  in  tho  Church  Hall,  which  is  centrally 
situated  in  Shelf  village.  The  West  Riding  County  Council  has  now  accepted 
tho  need  for  a  small  purpose-built  clinic  in  Shelf  and  this  has  been  included 
in  their  Ten-Year  Plan  for  the  development  of  the  Health  Service. 

Consultant  Clinics  are  now  held  in  the  new  Brighouse  Clinic,  which  has 
very  satisfactory  accommodation.  Eiyo  clinics  are  held  once  a  week  and  orth¬ 
opaedic  clinics  once  a  month.  ‘There  are  also  facilities  for  additional  clinics, 
should  these  be  required. 


HOSPITALS. 


Infectious  Diseases. 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  were  generally  admitted  to  the  Leeds  Road 
Isolation  Hospital,  Bradford,  and  cases  of  Tuberculosis  to  the  Uorthowram 
Hall  Hospital. 


Maternity. 


Tho  hospital  accommodation  provided  for  maternity  cases  is  excellent  in 
this  aroa.  Some  of  our  cases  go  to  Bradford  but  the  majority  are  delivered 
in  the  Halifax  General  Hospital.  This  Hospital  also  provides  us  with  a 
"Plying  Squad"  for  the  provision  of  blood  transfusions  and  emergency  treatment 
in  the  event  of  an  unforeseen  complication  at  a  home  confinement.  We  have 
received  full  information  regarding  mothers  and  babies  when  they  were  discharged 
from  hospital. 


There  is  an  increasing  tendency  for  mothers  and  babies  to  he  discharged 
48  hours  after  tho  normal  confinement  and  to  he  cared  for  by  the  Domiciliary 
Midwife  for  the  remainder  of  the  lying-in  period.  This  procedure  was  first 
introduced  in  order  to  overcome  an  acute  shortage  of  maternity  beds  in  some 
centres  but  it  is  now  spreading  to  areas  which  have  an  adequate  number  of  beds 
by  the  standard  recommended  by  the  Cranbrook  Committee,  which  was  that  there 
should  ho  provision  for  70/o  of  mothers  to  have  their  confinements  in  hospital. 
These  early  discharges  have  created  some  additional  work  for  our  District 
Midwives  hut  this  has  been  willingly  accepted.  It  is  inevitable,  however, 
that  the  staff  should  feel  some  apprehension  that  they  may  ultimately  become 
purely  maternity  nurses  and  not  be  permitted  to  use  all  their  professional  skills. 

Old  P  conic. 


There  is  still  a  great  shortage  of  hospital  accommodation  for  old  people. 
Some  old  people  have  to  ho  admitted  to  hospital  in  Bradford  but  the  vast 
majority  go  to  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Halifax.  This  Hospital  is  always  full 
and  there  is  usually  a  waiting  list,  especially  for  female  patients.  The 
Hospital  Plan,  if  implemented,  will  result  in  a  substantial  reduction  in  the 
number  of  geriatric  beds  available  in  the  Halifax  area.  As  the  present  service 
is  hard  pressed  to  meet  the  essential  needs  of  the  elderly,  it  seem  probable 
that  a  considerable  amount  of  hardship  will  result  if  tho  present  proposals 
are  put  into  effect. 
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CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Health  Visitors. 

Tae  Health  Visitor  is  a  qualified  nurse  who  ha3  undergone  an  extensive 
course  of  training  in  her  speciality.  In  addition  to  her  attendance  at  the 
infant  welfare  clinics,  3ho  has  a  responsibility  to  visit  overy  new  baby  at 
home,  giving  such  supervision  and  advise  as  may  be  required.  In  recent  years 
she  has  been  carrying  out  an  increasing  range  of  screening  tests  for  the  early 
detection  of  such  conditions  as  Phenylketonuria,  Congenital  Dislocation  of  the 
Hip,  and  deafness.  She  gives  special  attention  to  the  supervision  of  problem 
families,  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  are  unable  to  cope  with  the  increas¬ 
ing  tempo  of  modem  life,  and  she  co-operates  with  other  statutory  and  volunt- 
apr  agencies  to  prevent  any  unnecessary  suffering  among  the  children.  Much 
°x  her  time  is  taken  up  with  the  welfare  of  the  elderly  and  the  supervision 

of  heme  helps,  and  health  education  is  now  becoming  an  increasingly  important 
aspect  of  her  duties. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  Health  Visitors  in  this  Division  have  ceased 
to  have  their  own  areas  and  are  now  attached  to  the  practices  of  Family  Doctors 

t..u3  Easing  for  much  closer  co-operation  between  our  two  branches  of  the  Health 
service.

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MENTAL  HEALTH . 


The  Mental  Health  Service  is  administered  cn  a  Divisional  basis  and  two 
Mental  V/ el  fare  Officers  are  based  on  Lrighouse  to  serve  this  area.  In  addition 
we  share  the  services  of  Mr.  Parkinson,  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  who 
has  responsibilities  throughout  the  very  much  larger  catchment  area  of  Storthes 
Hall  Hospital.  Mr.  May  has  been  successful  in  gaining  a  place  on  a  two-year 
course  for  Social  Workers  and  Mr.  K.  Darlington  has  been  appointed  on  a  temporary 
basis  to  fill  this  vacancy.  Tho  holiday  and  off-duty  relief  arrangements  with 
the  Officers  based  on  Todmorden  have  worked  very  well.  Quarterly  rotas  have 
been  prepared  and  distributed  to  all  General  Practitioners  and  Hospitals,  and 
also  to  the  Police  and  Ambulance  staffs. 

In-Service  Training. 

All  newly- appointed  Welfare  Officers  attend  an  induction  course  at  Leeds 
and  subsequently  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  attend  County  courses  at 
Grantley  Hall  once  a  year^  in  addition,  fortnightly  seminars  are  held  at 
Brighouse.  Suitably  qualified  Officers  are  encouraged  to  apply  for  vacancies 
on  tho  two-year  Young  husband  Course  for  Social  Workers,  and,  if  successful, 
they  are  seconded  by  the  County  Council  on  full  salary. 

Psychiatric  Social  Club. 

There  is  at  present  no  social  club  in  this  Division  and  patients  have 
been  attending  clubs  in  Halifax  and  to  some  extent  in  Bradford.  One  of  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  attended  the  Halifax  Club  each  week  and  this  has 
offered  an  effective  service  for  the  follow-up  and  supervision  of  several 
patients.  In  October,  wo  received  approval  to  start  a  psychiatric  social 
club  in  the  new  clinic  premises  in  Brighouse  for  the  benefit  of  local 
patients,  and  this  was  in  fact  inaugurated  at  the  beginning  of  1968. 

Residential  Hostels. 


There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  places  in  residential  hostels  for  both 
mentally  ill  and  mentally  subnormal  patients.  The  County  Council's  provision 
has  so  far  been  limited  to  one  hostel  at  West  Ardsley,  but  we  have  occasionally 
been  able  to  find  places  in  hostels  situated  in  neighbouring  County  Boroughs. 
With  tho  increasing  turnover  of  patients  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  emphasis 
on  community  care,  it  seems  likely  that  very  many  more  hostels  will  have  to  be 
provided  in  the  future. 

Divisional  Training  Centre. 

Brighouse  Junior  Training  Centre  provided  places  for  ten  females  over  the 
ago  of  sixteen  years  in  addition  to  twenty-five  juniors.  Both  staff  and 
patients  are  working  under  acute  difficulties  in  the  very  limited  accommodation 
in  this  building.  A  new  comprehensive  training  centre  is  proposed  for  the 
Brighouse  and  part  of  the  Todmordon  areas.  A  suitable  site  has  now  been 
obtained  at  Raistrick  and  final  approval  has  now  been  obtained  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  centre  to  accommodate  108  patients,  both  children  and  adults, 
and  including  a  special  care  unit.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  total  of 
twelve  adult  patients  from  this  area  to  travel  daily  to  the  West  Riding  Centre 
at  Mirkburton,  pending  the  construction  of  our  own  Centre,  and  this  is  working 
well  • 

Mental  Subnormality, 

Regular  visits  were  made  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  all  subnormals 
in  the  area  who  are  under  their  care.

Bradford  Corporation  are  now  responsible  for  the  supply  of  water  to  this 
Urban  District.  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  S.  Asquith,  the  Waterworks  Engineer, 
for  the  City  of  Bradford,  for  the  following  informations- 

"imo  extensions  to  the  supply  area  were  carried  out  during  1967. 


"The  main  source  of  supply  to  the  Queensbury  and  Shelf  area  is  from 
Thornton  Loor  Reservoir.  During  the  past  year,  353  bacteriological  samples 
o.t  treated  and  distributed  water  have  been  examined  from  this  source,  and, 
of  tuose,  97.7/S  were  free  from  colforms  and  98.3$  wore  free  from  faecal  coli. 
A  recent  chemical  analysis  shows  this  water  to  be  of  good  organic  purity. 

ni*s  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  have  been  no  complaints  of  lack  of  supply 
generally,  following  the  carrying  out  of  remedial  works. 

According  to  my  records,  no  supplies  have  been  restricted  or  closed. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  new  houses  in  Queensbury  and  17  new  houses  and 
ono  old  people's  Home  in  Shelf  havo  been  provided  with  a  public  supply  during 

1 96  / . 


"The  total  length  of  mains  has  been  extended  by  1120  yards,  as  followss- 

Queensbury  -  170  yards  of  6"  main  and  470  yards  of  4"  main 
Shelf  -  480  yards  of  4"  main. 

"In  addition,  2326  yards  of  15"  main  have  been  laid  to  improve  supplies 
generally  in  Queensbury,  and  220  yards  of  4"  main  have  been  laid  to  replace 
a  3  main  in  Olazier  Road,  Queensbury,  in  order  to  improve  supplies  in  the 
Mountain  area  of  Queensbury.  Two  hundred  and  ten  yards  of  4"  main  have  been 

laid  to  replace  a  1^'  internal  diameter  wrought  iron  pipe  in  Burned  Road.

Sewerage. 

I  am  informed  that  the  sewerage  system  within  the  Urban  District  has 
functioned  satisfactorily,  there  having  been  no  serious  blockages. 


Shibdon  Sewage  Disposal  Works . 

Following  the  reports  from  the  Consultants,  a  special  report  was  prepared 
for  submission  to  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Committee.  The  report  was 

accepted,  and  permission  is  being  sought  to  implement  the  scheme  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  rm  50,000.

This  Council  now  owns  594  properties  made  up  of  ISO  old  people  "bungalows, 

322  Houses,  92  Plats  and  6  cottages.  The  estates  are  scattered  throughout  the 
Urban  area  with  the  largest  concentrations  on  the  Killcrest  Estate,  Queensbury 
and  the  Belle  Vue  Estate,  Shelf.  There  are  still  waiting  lists  for  accommodation 
at  both  Queensbury  and  Shelf,  but  the  demand  is  greater  in  the  Queensbury  area, 
especially  for  old  persons  bungalows.

Table  7  shows  the  monthly  incidence  of  notifications  received  in  respect 
of  infectious  diseases. 


The  infectious  disease  most  prevalent  during  I967  was  again  Measles,  37 
cases  being  notified  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisat ion . 

There  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf 
since  1948.  I  consider  that  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  fall  in  incidence 
of  this  disease,  which  is  general  throughout  the  country  is  partly  due  to 
Diphtheria  Immunisation. 


As  with  previous  years,  I  give  the  figures  of  children  immunised  in  two 
groups,  the  first  being  children  Y/ho  have  received  either  an  initial  or  booster 
dose  in  the  last  five  years,  and  the  second  those  who  were  immunised  at  a  date 
preceding  this.  The  first  group  shows  who  can  be  regarded  as  at  maximum 
protection.  It  is  our  aim  to  carry  out  booster  doses  before  admission  to  the 
primary  school  at  the  age  of  five.

19'8'h  132  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus  by  Trails  Vaccine.  In  addition,  two  children  wore  immunised  separ¬ 
ately  for  niphthoria/ Tetanus.  Ninety-two  were  given  a  reinforcing  dose  against 
Diphtheria. 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Records  were  received  in  respect  of  eighty-one  vaccinations  during  the  year. 
This  compares  with  last  year's  figures  of  71  primary  vaccinations  and  one  re¬ 
vaccination.  The  figures  no  longer  give  a  complete  picture  of  the  number  of 
vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  district,  as  the  West  Riding  County  Council  no 
longer  requires  records  of  persons  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

-d.C.G,  vaccination  was  offered  to  506  tv/elve— year— old  and  thirteen— year— old 
schoolchildren .  Parents  of  406,  or  80$,  consented  to  this  valuable  measure,  as 
compared  with  the  County  average  for  1 966  of  77.3$.  Of  these  children,  383  were 
tested.  Twenty— four  of  them  or  6$,  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors  and  pre¬ 
sumably  nad  been  exposed  to  the  disease  at  sometime,  and  339  with  negative 
reactions  were  given  B.C.G. vaccination. 


Mantoux  testing  and  vaccination  of  contacts  were  also  carried  out. 

Thirty— six  chile,  contacts  received  skin  tests.  Throe  of  these  wore  positive. 
Fifty-three  children  received  B.C.G,  vaccination,  including  twenty  babies  not 
previously  given  a  skin  tost. 

Tae  figures  under  this  section  are  all  Divisional  ones  as  it  is  not  thought 
desirable  to  pinpoint  localities. 
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Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 


In  the  course  of  the  year,  this  Division  received  records  in  respect  of 
1,082  persons  in  the  Division  who  had  received  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine,  and, 
in  addition,  a  further  762  children  were  given  booster  doses. 


Tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925?  nor  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 1936,  Section 
172. 


There  were  two  notifications  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  during  the  year 
in  Queonsbury  and  Shelf. 

One  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  recovered  from  the  disease,  one  case 
died,  one  case  was  transferred  into  the  district,  and  one  patient  removed  from 
the  district.  The  number  of  respiratory  cases  on  the  register,  therefore, 
remains  the  same  as  last  year. 


No  have  a  system  of  special  contact  cards,  and  all  contacts  of  new  cases 
are  investigated,  including  a  follow-up  X-ray  examination  at  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary.  The  older  contacts  are  followed  up  regularly,  and  as  many  as 
possible  are  X— rayed  whenever  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits  the  Divisional 
Area.  The  number  of  known  contacts  at  present  under  observation  in  the 
Queonsbury  and  Shelf  Urban  District  is  ninety-seven  in  respect  of  thirty-three 
respiratory  cases  on  the  register. 

No  non-respiratory  cases  were  notified- ;this  year. 


Mass  Radiography  Survey. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  visited 
the  district  in  September,  and  sessions  were  held  at  Sam  Smith  Ltd.,  Shelf. 


I  give  below  the  result  supplied  by  the  Unit.  It  is  not  possible 
however,  to  draw  any  conclusions  at  all  from  such  evidence  since  the  persons 
examined  constitute  only  a  small  proposition  of  the  population  and  are  not 
necessarily  representative  of  the  population  as  a  whole.  The  information 
given  is  in  respect  of  people  actually  examined  during  the  survey  and  may, 
therefore,  include  persons  normally  resident  in  other  areas.

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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1967.  This  marks  my  'coming 
of  age'  with  you  in  that  it  is  the  twenty  first  such  report  I  have  prepared# 
'Coming  of  age'  leads  one  to  expect  mature  judgment,  greater  sense  of  res¬ 
ponsibility,  and  the  refinement  of  experience.  On  the  other  hand,  after  so 
long  in  one  place,  it  is  often  difficult  to  see  things  with  fresh,  objective, 
eyes.  I  doubt  very  much  if  the  rest  of  this  report  will  live  up  to  such  grand 
opening  words,  but  I  do  hope  that,  with  unconscious  self  expression,  as  a  man 
may  dig  his  garden,  I  may  empty  my  thoughts  onto  this  paper  and  give  an  unbiased 
report  on  the  matters  I  have  to  deal  with. 

The  year  I967  was  comparatively  uneventful.  I  was  off  sick  for  a  total  of 
just  over  two  months  and  it  was  a  blessing  that  we  were  up  to  establishment  in 
staff.  Without  the  presence  of  a  capable  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector 
during  my  absence  I  am  sure  that  many  things  would  have  gone  wrong  or  been 
neglected.  Any  saving  in  salaries  achieved  by  doing  without  the  extra  Inspector 
would  have  meant  very  little  to  those  members  of  the  public  looking  for,  nay, 
demanding,  help. 


Hew  building  proceeded  in  Queensbury  at  as  fast  a  rate  as  last  year,  and  at 
the  end  of  I967  we  had  just  topped  the  4,000  mark  in  the  number  of  dwelling- 
houses  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf  combined.  The  population  rose  to  9,720  (mid 
1967  estimate),  and  as  may  be  seen,  from  population  and  other  figures  I  give 
later  in  the  report,  it  is  likely  to  rise  to  10,089  in  1971  and  11,160  by  I98I. 

I  cannot  detail  the  qualifications  about  these  figures  which  are  given  by  the 
census  material,  but  they  serve  as  food  for  thought.  An  increase  of  1,400  by 
1981  means,  on  the  basis  of  the  present  average  number  of  persons  per  house 
(^•"17/  ctfiothsr  6^5  houses  to  ho  built  to  house  them^  another  50  acres  of  building 
land  to  be  found,  except  as  far  as  current  building  plans  will  cater  for  some 
of  this  number. 

The  immigration  figures  for  Ambler  Thorn  and  Shelf  East  give  some  evidence 
of  this  having  happened  already  and  the  figures  for  Queensbury  South  bear 
witness  to  the  effect  of  the  estate  at  Hillcrest  Drive. 

T  Tina  these  census  figures  interesting  to  browse  through.  Why  has  Ambler 
Thorn  a^ higher  percentage  of  skilled  workers  in  Social  Class 'ill  than  any  other 
war^.  lias  it  any  relation  to  the  fact  that  in  1821  Halifax  with  a  population 
0x  93,050  was  the  third  largest  town  outside  London,  in  the  country.  Bradford 
at  that  time  had  only  52,954*  Came  the  switch  from  horse  transport  to  railways 
and  in  1901  Halifax  had  104,933  but  Bradford  had  279,809. 

Under  'cars  and  garaging'  it  would  seem  that  in  this  district  220  cars  are 
just  left  out  at  night  on  the  roadway.  Remember  this  when  deciding  on  the  width 

0x  es^ate  roads  and  -thinking  of  ambulances  and  fire  brigades  getting  through  at 
night. 


Persons  moving  within  the  Local  Authority  area,  how  much  of  this  means 
houses  for  sale,  and  a  demand  for  mortgage  finance. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  younger  age  groups,  especially,  the  project¬ 
ions  for  1971  and  1981,  obviously  having  a  bearing  on  school  provision  -  both 
classrooms  and  teachers. 

But  all  this  is  rather  speculative  and  really  this  report  is  meant  to  be 
concerned  with  the  operative,  so  I  will  refer  in  the  body  of  the  report  to  such 
matters  as  I  feel  to  have  information.  In  conclusion  may  I  thank  the  Chairman 
and  members  for  kindness  and  support  through  tho  year,  and  Dr.  Gordon  and  other 
colleagues  at  the  Council  Offices  for  their  help  and  assistance  so  freely  given 
at  all  times.

The  site  at  Queensbury  continued  in  existence  throughout  19^7»  Conditions 
did  not  improve  in  spite  of  the  successful  prosecutions  instituted,  and  fines 
imposed,  in  previous  years,  for  non  compliance  with  the  site  licence  conditions. 

A  third  prosecution  was  heard  in  November,  19&7  and  on  the  Case  being  proved 
the  site  licence  was  revoked.  The  occupants  of  the  site  were  given  28  days  in 
which  to  vacate  the  site,  but,  needless  to  say,  there  we re  still  5  vans  on  the 
site  at  31st  December,  1 9^7 «- 

The  question  of  gypsies  and  other  travellers  occupied  the  Council's  attention 
during  the  year,  as  their  presence  in  the  district  seemed  to  be  more  frequent 
and  for  longer  periods,  than  before.  The  various  Ministry  circulars,  and  a 
communication  from  the  County  Council  were  considered.  Beyond  expressing  a 
willingness  to  join  in  any  group  scheme  which  might  be  proposed,  the  Council 
felt  unable  to  take  any  other  positive  step.  Compared  with  other  parts  of  the 
Country,  the  incidence  in  this  district  is  very  low.

During  1967  the  Queensbury  and  Shelf  Kb. 6  Smoke  Control  Area  was  confirmed  by 
the  Ministry  and  to  come  into  operation  on  1st  July,  1968. 

Work  on  conversion  started  at  a  brisk  pace  but  slowed  down  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  duo  to  the  cold  weather  and  the  Christmas  holidays.  Of  the  conver¬ 
sions  carried  out  about  60  per  cent  opted  for  the  piped  fuel  appliance,  approx¬ 
imately  25$  for  the  open  fire  and  the  remaining  15$>  chose  the  closed  stove  with 
partial  central  heating,  which  to  my  way  of  thinking  is  becoming  more  and  more 
popular  in  this  area. 

The  piped  fuel  appliance  has  many  advantages  particularly  where  people  are 
out  all  day  and  require  heat  morning  and  evening,  and  they  are  particularly 
convenient  to  the  aged  person  because  a  piped  fuel  appliance  eliminates  the 
work  of  cleaning  the  fire  out,  fetching  fuel  from  the  cellar  or  outside  bunker 
and  the  heat  is  instantaneous. 

The  fear  that  older  people  had  for  a  piped  fuel  appliance  is  gradually 
being  overcome  by  educating  them  in  the  correct  use  of  the  appliance,  i.e. 
the  method  of  lighting  and  the  knowledge  that  the  modern  appliance  has  safety 
controls  embodied  in  the  appliance,  which  reduces  the  risk  of  fires  going  out 
and  the  gas  being  left  on. 

The  disadvantages  of  the  piped  fuel  appliance  have  yet  to  come,  but  up  to 
the  time  of  writing  there  have  been  few  complaints  of  condensation  or  staining 
due  to  condensation  in  the  flues. 

The  solid  fuel  fire  is  more  popular  amongst  the  more  energetic  person  who 
don’t  mind  the  cleaning  of  fires  or  fetching  and  carrying  fuel  so  long  as  they 
can  see  the  cheerful  blaze  in  the  fire  grate,  and  where  two  or  three  radiators 
are  in  use  two  or  three  rooms  are  heated  for  the  price  of  one,  or  very  nearly 
so.

The  Steam  raising  boiler  plants  in  the  area  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily 
and  each  plant  was  inspected  during  the  year.  We  have  only  one  plant  in  the  area  using 
solid  fuel  but  negotiations  are  in  progress  for  a  change  in  the  whole  system  of 
steam  raising  at  this  plant. 


One  new  industrial  boiler  was  installed  during  the  year,  this  being  oil  fired 
and  connected  into  a  stack  that  had  been  used  for  a  steam  raising  boiler,  this 
being  approx  35  feet  high  and  quite  adequate  for  the  size  of  the  boiler  which  is 
only  used  for  heating  purposes. 

Two  nuisances  of  smoke  from  tho  burning  of  rubbish  were  reported,  the  offenders 
were  visited  and  arrangements  made  for  them  to  take  tho  rubbish  to  tho  tip. 
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MEASimT^ISMT  OF  POLLUTION. 

The  figuros  for  poll utien  collected  in  the  Deposit  Gauge  are  slightly 
higher  than  the  previous  year.  Over  the  year  we  had  a  total  rainfall  of  44.93 
inches  this  being  approximately  4  inches  less  than  last  year.

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I  should  explain  that  Sections  1,2, 3, 4  and  6  of  the  Factories  Act  are 
enforced  by  the  District  Council  only  where  no  Mechanical  Power  is  used.

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FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION. 


MEAT  INSPECTION.  (Contributed  by  Mr.  J.  K.  Sykes,  Authorised  Meat  Inspector.) 

100$  neat  inspection  was  carried  out  in  1967?  and  all  the  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  area  were  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations  1 963-  A  total  of  23,727  animals  were  stamped  and  passed  fit  for 
human  consumption  out  of  a  total  of  23,795  animals  slaughtered. 

Slaughtering  in  the  area  continued  at  a  fairly  high  level  during  the 
year,  although  at  a  lower  level  than  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  operation  in  the  area  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  2,  viz.  the  Shelf  Bacon  Factory,  and  a  small  family 
butcher’s  promise  at  Shelf  killing  cattle  sheep  and  pigs  for  local  retail 
requirements. 

The  latter  part  of  the  year  brought  a  considerable  amount  of  extra  work 
due  to  the  epidemic  of  Foot  and  Mouth  disease.  In  addition  to  the  normal  routine 
ante  and  postmortem  examinations  of  all  animals  entered  for  slaughter,  a  strin¬ 
gent  examination  was  carried  out  for  evidence  of  symptoms  and/or  lesions 
associated  with  Foot  and  Mouth  disease.  Fortunately  all  examinations  proved 
negative,  and  slaughtering  was  able  to  proceed  normally.

Hygiene. 

The  standard  of  slaughtering,  dressing,  and  general  hygiene  was,  on  the 
whole,  very  satisfactory,  and  the  quality  of  meat  produced  at  both  slaughter¬ 
houses  was  excellent.  Our  efforts  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  personal 
hygiene  continued  throughout  the  year  with  the  slogan  -  It  is  good  business 
to  be  clean,  improvements  being  effected  by  diplomacy,  patience,  and  advice 
rather  than  by  dictatorial  methods. 

Condemnations. 

The  incidence  of  condemnations  followed  much  the  same  pattern  as  last  year, 
with  a  further  increase  in  cases  of  Pyaemia,  this  disease  being  responsible  for 
50?o  of  the  total  number  of  carcases  condemned.  The  pro-disposing  factors  for 
this  are  inefficient  pig  husbandry,  and  lack  of  systemic  resistance  to  infection 
with  pyogenic  organisms  which  an  increasing  number  of  animals  appear  to  exhibit 
over  the  past  few  years.  Observations  indicate  that  the  increased  use  of  anti¬ 
biotics  in  the  animal  ration,  which  became  common  commercial  practice  in  1953, 
may  be  responsible  for  the  upsurge  of  Pyaemia.  Their  effect  is  to  prevent  the 
development  of  many  ailments  which  affect  young  pigs,  thereby  enabling  each 
piglet  to  maintain  health  and  reach  its  full  potential  rate  of  growth  if  given 
the  right  feeding  and  management.  It  is  usually  found  that  the  need  for  such 
supplements  lessons  as  the  standard  of  management  improves.  Antibiotics  are 
no  substitute  for  good  management  however,  but  are  a  useful  supplement  to  routine 
disease  control  measures,  It  is  essential  that  a  constant  policy  is  followed 
regarding  the  use  of  antibiotics.  Best  results  arc  obtained  if  they  are  fed  from 
creep  feed  stage  right  through  to  finishing,  for  protection  against  disease  is 
thereby  fully  maintained.  Omitting  the  antibiotic  supplement  from  the  mixture 
at  any  stage  withdraws  the  protection  it  gives,  and  as  the  pig  will  not  have 
needed  to  develop  protective  antibodies  naturally  it  will  be  all  the  more  prone 
to  certain  infections. 

Similarly  there  is  little  advantage  in  using  antibiotics  for  pigs  bought 
as  stores  which  have  not  received  antibiotics  in  their  early  stages,  for 
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stunted  grotrth  due  to  disease  is  particularly  evident  before  weaning,  and  cannot 
be  remedied  subsequently  by  normal  antibiotic  supplements.

Offal . 

It  is  noteworthy  that  there  was  a  further  drop  in  the  total  amount  of 
lungs  and  liters  affected  with  pneumonia,  and  milk  spot,  respectively.  This 
improvement  may  be  as  a  result  of  our  policy  of  feeding  back  information  to  the 
producers,  whenever  necessary,  when  excessive  rates  of  infection  are  encountered 
on  post  mortem  examination  of  the  animals.  It  may  also  be  as  a  result  of  a 
growing  enthusiasm  among  producers  for  taking  remedial  action  by  improving 
hygiene  and  feeding  methods,  or  other  aspects  of  management,  thereby  effecting  a 
contribution  to  public  Health,  and  economic  requirements. 

Tuberculosis. 

No  case  of  generalised  tuberculosis  was  recorded.  Localised  infection 
occurred  in  only  8  pigs,  as  against  9  in  the  previous  year.  Infection  was 
confined  to  the  head  or  intestines,  and  involved  the  condemnation  of  the  affected 
parts.

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1958. 

During  1967  ten  licences  to  slaughter  animals  wore  issued. 
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milk.  (Prepared  by  L.W. Barry,  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector.) 

Nine  hundred  and  nine  samples,  mainly  milks  from  individual  cows,  were 
submitted  for  the  Ring  test  for  Brucellosis.  One  hundred  and  twenty  were 
positive  to  this  test  and  were  cultured,  when  thirty-two  gave  positive 
results.  This  extent  of  sampling  compares  favourably  with  1 966,  when  one 
hundred  and  eleven  samples  were  taken,  the  increase  being  a  direct  result 
of  having  an  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  throughout  the  year. 

In  carrying  out  this  work  wo  were  not  thinking  only  of  safe— guarding 
the  consumer  from  drinking  Brucella-. infected  milk,  this  can  be  done  by  sending 
all  such  milk  for  pasteurisation,  but  of  trying  to  eradicate  it  from  the  farm. 
This  would  minimise  the  chance  of  infection  occurring  to  the  farmer,  his 
family,  and  his  employees,  and  this  could  possibly  bo  of  greater  significance 
than  dealing  with  an  infected  animal.  It  may  bo  said  that  the  farmers  in 
this  area  are  now  Brucella  conscious,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  they  realise  the 
full  implications  of  what  may  happen  if  they  contract  the  disease. 

In  most  instances  of  an  infected  animal  being  ascertained  in  a  herd  it 
turned  out  to  be  a  newly  purchased  animal.  It  was  for  this  reason  that  we 
advised  every  farmer  from  whom  we  sampled  milk,  that  if  they  purchased  new 
stock  to  purchase  it  on  the  proviso  that  the  animal  was  Brucella— free,  and 
in  order  to  assist  them  wo  offered  to  collect  a  milk  sample  straight  after 
its  arrival  on  the  farm.  Surprisingly,  few  farmers  took  advantage  of  this 
offer,  and  accordingly  some  of  the  farmers  ended  up  selling  infected  animals 
at  a  financial  loss  to  themselves. 

Of  the  fifteen  farms  bottling  raw  milk  for  retail  consumption  during 
the  year,  seven  of  them  had  at  one  time  or  another,  a  cow  supplying  Brucella 
infected  milk.  In  a  few  cases,  two  or  three  cows  were  found  to  be  infected 
at  ono  time.  Action  was  taken,  as  soon  as  the  information  became  available 
from  the  laboratory,  to  prevent  this  milk  from  being  supplied  for  consumption 
as  raw  milk. 

There  is  some  doubt  in  our  minds  as  to  the  efficiency  of  this  way  of  trying 
to  prevent  Brucellosis  being  passed  on  to  the  public.  We  have  had  some  puzzling 
results  from  our  milk  sampling,  and  have  recently  tried  separate  samples  from 
the  four  quarters  of  one  cow’s  udder.  The  results  were  not  at  all  uniform,  and 
we  are  coming  round  to  think  that  blood  testing  may  be  the  only  safe  way  to 
indentify  Brucella  infected  cows. 
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HOUSING 


As  usual,  it  seems  easiest  to  write  about  this  subject  by  starting  off 
from  the  stock  position.  At  31st  December,  1967  the  stock  position,  as  near 
as  it  matters  was  -

As  a  matter  of  fact  4,003  houses  were  standing  in  the  district  but  52 
were  new  built,  considered  complete,  but  had  not  been  occupied  and  were 
waiting  sale,  or  completion  of  decoration  etc.  It  is  always  difficult  to 
be  precise  about  these  figures  but  with  new  houses  I  do  not  count  them  in 
until  they  are  occupied  and  rated.  On  the  other  hand  existing  property  is 
counted  whether  occupied  or  void,  while  here  and  there  —  as  at  Shibden  Head 
Lane  we  have  4  houses  being  converted  into  2  and  no  one  knows  until  they  are 
completely  converted  just  when  the  4  should  be  counted  as  2.  Similarly  with 
Mountain  Villas,  8  dwellings  vacated  in  1966,  but  it  was  not  until  1967  that 
it  was  shown  that  their  use  as  dwellings  was  discontinued.

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The  graphs  do  not  show  what  I  had  hoped  to  demonstrate  by  them  -  that  is 
the  slowing  down  .  of  the  rate  as  a  result  of  the  cessation  of  mortgage  facilities 
being  available  from  the  Council  for  the  occupation  of  older  properties.  The 
marked  upward  trend  for  the  Quconsbury  line  since  1965  is  due*  in  my  opinion* 
to  the  sudden  increase  in  new  building  in  Quconsbury  in  tho  last  two  years. 

The  new  building  in  Shelf  has  not  boon  on  the  scale  big  enough  to  make  such  a 
marked  difference  to  tho  Shelf  line,  although  it  can  be  detected  as  between 
1963  and  1965. 

To  get  the  result  I  had  expected  in  preparing  the  graph  it  would  be 
necessary  to  deduct  from  the  figures  I  have  used  the  percentage  of  owner- 
occupiers  prompted  by  the  new  building.  In  Queensbury  for  example  in  1 966 
and  1967  the  number  of  privately  owned  new  houses  built  was  157,  yet  the 
number  of  owner  occupied  increased  from  1,419  in  1965  to  1,614  in  1 967,  an 
increase  of  195*  I1  wo  take  all  the  new  houses  as  being  owner  occupied,  it 
means  that  only  1 95  loss  1 57 ,  or  38  existing  houses  become  owner  occupied  in 
the  2  year  period.  Expressed  as  1.2#  of  the  end  of  1967  total,  it  will  be 
seen  from  the  graph  that  the  rate  of  increase  in  owner  occupation  would  have 
slowed  down  very  much,  and  the  end  of  1 967  percentage  would  still  have  been 
only  on  the  'JO'/o  mark  (indicated  dotted  on  the  graph).  The  upward  slope  of 
the  graph  in  the  last  2  years  is  practically  wholly  due  to  the  spurt  of  new 
building  in  the  area,  and  as  the  majority  of  these  houses  are  being  occupied  by 
persons  moving  into  the  area,  rather  than  from  within  tho  area,  this  apparent 
increase  in  ownor  occupation  is  not  as  good  as  it  looks  from  the  point  of  view 
of  folk  living  in  the  existing  houses  in  Queensbury. 

I  feel  that  it  is  a  pity  that  we  cannot  encourage  more  owner— occupation 
by  offering  short  term  mortgages  on  the  older  property.  As  I  see  it,  if  we  do 
not  get  people  to  buy  them  and  upgrade  them,  the  Council  themselves  are  going 
to  be  loft  with  a  lot  of  older  properties,  too  good  to  scrap,  which  they  will 
have  to  purchase  and  upgrade  in  order  to  salvage  them  and  avoid  wasting  housing 
stock.  Successive  governments  seem  more  and  more  concerned  with  making  old 
houses  into  new  houses,  and  it  is  a  thing  this  Council  has  been  very  active  in 
in  the  past.  At  this  stage  I  feel  it  necessary  to  weigh  up  whether  the  Council 
want  things  to  work  out  so  that  they  tackle  tho  job  or  whether  they  feel  a 
sufficient  rate  of  progress  could  be  maintained  if  Queensbury  folk  could  be 
encouraged  to  do  it  themselves. 


In  the  district  as  a  whole  132  new  houses  were  first  occupied  in  I967,  hut 
23  were  lost.

Of  the  2,158  pro  1914  houses,  which  must  have  numbered  about  2,500  when  this 
action  was  begun,  291  represents  roughly.  The  274  or  so  we  have  declared  we 

will  deal  with  by  1980  represent  about  another  12 %f>  of  the  diminishing  total,  so 
that  by  I98O  it  looks  as  if  wo  will  have  tackled  2 5$  of  the  pro  1914  houses  standing 
post  1945.  This  is  a  fairly  hefty  percentage.  As  most  of  these  properties  were 
built  to  last  100  years  or  more  one  can  set  up  an  arbitary  case  for  arguing  that 
the  replacement  of  them  at  the  rate  of  Ifo  per  year  should  be  a  sufficient  rate  of 
replacement.  We  are  not  achieving  that.  On  the  other  hand,  the  stone  of  which  the 
pre  1914  houses  were  built  seems  likely  to  outlivo  any  materials  used  since,  and  one 
can  see  bricks  used  in  post  1 945  houses  perishing  already.  On  the  durability  of  the 
materials  alone  it  seems  obviously  worthwhile  concentrating  ones  efforts  on  preserving 
as  many  of  the  pro  1914  houses  as  is  possible  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances. 

It  is  only  a  wild  fancy  to  bo  sure,  but  if  every  useable  stone,  slate  and  timber  spar 
could  be  salvaged  from  property  now  being  demolished,  those  materials  would  build 
better  houses  than  are  being  built  from  currently  used  materials.  People  who  run  cars, 
T.V.  sets,  and  the  like,  know  and  accept,  and  in  their  financial  arrangements  cater 
for  the  built  in  obsolescence  of  those  articles.  I  believe  that  much  modern  house 
builuing  aas  this  same  built  —  in  obsolescence,  and  I  am  not  aware  of  any  financial 
arrangements  catering  for  it.  We  are  merely  shrugging  our  shoulders  and  hoping  wo 
are  not  here  to  pay  when  the  time  comes  to  review.  If  the  circumstances  which  dictate 
this  sort  of  thing  are  beyond,  our  control,  at  least  we  can  consciously  husband  the 
assets  we  have,  in  this  case  our  stock  of  pre  1914  houses. 

Old  houses  into  new  houses,  a  nice  phase  which  almost  convinces  that  it  has 
the  magic  with  it  of  Aladdins  Lamp.  But  unlike  the  lamp,  the  phrase  has  not  a 
built  in  Genie.  The  Genie  in  this  case,  turning  houses  into  homes,  is  the  house¬ 
wife  and  mother.  Basically  she  needs  a  collection  of  dry  rooms  sufficient  for  living 
and  sleeping  her  family  in,  warm  enough  to  live  in  without  excessive  fuel  bills, 
and  with  the  standard  amenities.  In  her  list  of  priorities,  long  before  one  gets 
to  refrigerators,  picture  windows,  separate  bathroom  and  toilet  tiled  kitchen,  built 
in  this  and  that,  are  factors  like.1  space  for  children  to  play  outside,  being  near  to 
uses,  schools  and  shops,  a  fenced  off  garden  or  plot,  adequate  storage  space  in  the 
house  for  cot,  pram,  vacuum  cleaner  and  household  paraphernalia,  an  easy  access  to 
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tho  fuel  store  instead  of  carrying  coal  up  from  a  cellar,  decently  paved  road 
and  footpath  to  the  house  to  avoid  excess  dirt  blowing  or  treading  into  the 
house.  The  older  houses  do  or  can  meet  a  lot  of  these  requirements,  and  only 
where  they  cannot  be  made  to  measure  up  would  I  put  a  limited  life  on  them. 

I  hope  the  Government  White  Paper  'Old  houses  into  new  homes'  gives  impetus 
to  us  having  a  new  lock  at  what  can  be  done  to  make  most  use  of  our  older 
houses.

So  that  ratio  of  'old'  to  'new'  improves,  but  the  difference  in  this  ratio  is 
still  very  marked  as  between  Queensbury  and  Shelf.  On  the  other  hand  in 
Queensbury  in  1962  the  numbers  of  oldsnew  were  1 5882689.  Now  as  you  can  see 
it  is  1 546 si 027 9  and  the  ratio  is  approaching  parity  at  an  increasing  rate. 

I  look  on  the  point  when  parity  is  reached,  based  on  conditions  at  Shelf,  as 
the  'break  point'  when  we  will  be  able  to  say  that  wo  have  no  housing  problem 
to  speak  of.

For 
instance,  there  are  many  houses  without  a  hot  water  system,  as  recorded  above, 
which  nevertheless  have  a  hot  water  supply  at  the  sink.  Short  of  visiting  each 
house  it  is  not  possible  to  give  accurate  figures  for  this,  but  from  my  observ¬ 
ation  at  loast  95%  of  the  houses  must  be  so  provided.

The  Council's  policy  in  regard  to  Discretionary  Grants  remains  basically 
unchanged  in  that  such  grants  are  only  given  - 

1.  For  the  provision  of  an  extra  unit  of  dwelling  accommodation 
by  the  conversion  of  non-dwelling  premises,  or 

2.  To  rescue  a  house  from  Demolition  or  Closing  Order  procedure,  or 

3.  To  convert  two  back  to  back  houses  into  one  through  house,  (i.e. 
to  rescue  houses  which  otherwise  would  some  day  be  condemned). 

In  the  last  year  or  two  the  Council  have  accepted  recommendations  to  give  Dis¬ 
cretionary  Grants  in  rather  broader  circumstances  than  those  outlined  above  when  a 
scheme  is  advanced  to  make  two  houses  into  one  good  unit  of  accommodation!  for 
example,  where  a  three  bedroomed  house  will  be  produced  out  of  two  'one  up  and  one 
down'  type  cottage,  it  has  been  decided  that  this  is  preferable  to  trying  to 
modernize  the  two  separate  cottages.

During  the  year  15  licences  were  renewed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit 
These  licensed  stores  have  a  total  capacity  of  37? 900  gallons,  in  addition  up  to 
60  gallons  are  stored  at  the  Queensbury  Fire  Station  in  cans,  no  license  being 
needed  for  this.  The  licenses  and  conditions  of  storage  have  been  revised  to 
conform  with  the  model  conditions  issued  by  the  Home  Office,  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  County  Fire  Service. 

The  Health  Committee  have  recommended  the  Council  not  to  renew  any  petroleum 
storage  licenses  in  respect  of  tanks  which  were  over  15  yoars  of  age  unless  they 
had  satisfactorily  withstood  a  pressure  test.  We  are  indebted  to  the  County  Fire 
Service  for  their  help  in  inspecting  these  premises  and  making  recommendations  to 
the  annual  renewal  of  licences  as  to  any  matters  in  which  petrol  store  requires 
maintenance  or  alteration.  Without  their  advice  there  is  no  doubt  that  many  pot¬ 
entially  dangerous  situations  might  arise.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Prepared.  by  L. Barry.  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector,  and 
K. Phillips,  Technical  Assistant. 

1.  Refuse  collection  is  in  operation  throughout  the  whole  of  the  district 
and  is  carried  out  h y  direct  labour  using  a  18/ 25  cubic  yard  capacity  Shelvoke 
&  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipjiing  refuse  collection  vehicle  with  power  press  and  a 
Morris  Commercial  7  cubic  yard  capacity  side  loader  equipped  with  a  night  soil 
tank.  The  frequency  of  collection  is  normally  weekly ,  51  collections  were  made 
in  1967?  whereas  50  were  made  in  ,966.  Of  the  4*003  houses  in  the  district,  886 
of  these  were  serviced  by  the  use  of  paper  or  plastic  bin  liners,  at  1st  April 
1968.  All  new  houses  are  put  on  bin  liners  as  they  become  occupied. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  method  at  the 
Hill  Too  tip,  Queensbury.  A  Fordson  tractor  equipped  with  a  Shawnee  Hydraulic 
Loading  Shovel  is  used  for  this  purpose. 

Ten  regular  men  are  employed  to  carry  out  all  this  work  although  casual 
labour  is  employed  at  times  of  holiday  and  sickness  in  order  to  maintain  the 
regular  routine  as  far  as  possible.  The  aim  is  to  arrange  matters  so  that  each 
Monday  morning  the  men  come  to  work  with  no  arrears  of  work  outstanding  from  the 
previous  week.  At  Bank  Holiday  times  we  ignore  all  other  work  and  put  every  man 
on  bin  collection  so  that  the  normal  weeks  collection  (Monday  to  Friday)  is 
carried  out  from  Wednesday  to  Saturday.  This  is  very  much  dependent  on  the 
weather,  and  the  vehicles  being  on  the  road.  As  a  small  authority  we  do  not 
have  any  spare  vehicles,  so  that  the  breakdowns  always  tend  to  upset  the  routine. 
However,  51  collections  in  the  year  speaks  well  for  all  concerned.

( a ) .  Repairs  and  maintenance. 

In  1967?  376  hours  were  spent  on  routine  vehicle  maintenance,  washing  off, 
oiling  and  greasing,  and  a  further  238^-  hours  spent  on  carrying  out  repairs  with¬ 
in  the  capabilities  of  the  drivers.  The  vehicles  were  scraped,  primed  and  re¬ 
painted  before  the  winter  of  1967/68  and  213-g-  hours  overtime  were  spent  on  this. 
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(b)  Collection  Statistics. 

To  achieve  the  51  collections  during  the  year  the  regular  men  worked  - 

(1)  on  hin  collection  -  11,168  hours  at  plain  time,  plus  1,131  hours  on 
over  time  supplemented  by  extra  men  who  worked  1,300  hours  at  plain 
time  and  246  hours  overtime 

(2)  on  nightsoil  collection  -  1,944  hours  plain  time,  plus  82  hours  overtime 
supplemented  by  extra  men  giving  451  hours  plain  time  plus  78  hours  over¬ 
time 

(3)  on  salvage  collection  -  596  hours  plain  time  plus  45  hours  overtime 

(4)  special  collections  of  bulky  refuse  -  52  hours  plain  time  and  202  hours 
overtime 

(5)  disposal  at  the  tip  involved  2,037  hours  ordinary  time  and  425  hours 
overtime  (Norm  per  year  2,080  hours). 

(6)  disposal  of  salvage  -  in  addition  to  the  £4  per  'ton  paid  to  the  regular 
man  for  sorting  and  baling  salvage,  it  was  necessary  to  pay  for  loading 
baled  salvage,  unloading  collected  salvage  and  for  a  relief  man  whilst 
the  salvage  man  was  on  holiday  or  sick.  This  involved  589  hours. 

(7)  sickness  and  holidays  -  1,583  hours  were  lost  because  of  sickness  and 
1,25„ '1,252  hours  lost  because  of  holidays. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  number  of  hours  lost  because  men  were  rained 
off  or  lost  time  by  reason  of  vehicle  breakdown,  puncture,  &c.  but  remembering 
what  a  wet  year  it  was,  this  time  was  considerable.  The  normal  collection 
hours  for  bins,  pits  and  salvage  is  285  per  week  or  14* 820  per  year.  In  fact 
it  took  15*459  hours  at  ordinary  time  plus  1,582  hours  at  overtime  rates. 

3.  Refuse  Collection. 

As  mentioned  earlier,  refuse  is  collected  from  every  house  in  the  district 
and  a  frequency  of  51  collections  were  made  to  each  house  in  the  area  during 
the  past  year.

Not  all  these  premises  have  dustbins,  but  others  such  as  the  schools  &c. 
have  several.  So  that  although  we  only  have  3,974  houses  and  houses  cum  shops 
we  muster  4*248  bins,  33  pail  closets  and  7  ashpits  to  empty. 

The  estimated  quantity  of  refuse  collected  each  week  on  the  basis  of  each 
house-  producing  28  lbs  of  refuse  per  week,  is  50  tons.  This  amounts  to  a  total 
of  2,600  tons  of  refuse  to  be  collected  and  disposed  of  each  year.  This  means 
that  we  are  collecting  approximately  370  cubic  yards  of  uncompressed  refuse  each 
week  or  18,500  cubic  yards  each  year. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  at  this  stage  that  since  the  war  the  weight  of 
refuse  has  tended  to  decrease  but  the  volume  has  increased.  The  weight  has  de¬ 
creased  because  the  ash  content  is  now  lower  due  to  the  introduction  of  Smoke 
Control  Areas  and  the  increase  in  the  use  of  piped  fuels.  The  increase  in 
volume  has  boon  brought  about  by  the  increased  use  of  plastics  and  paper,  coupled 
with  the  increased  use  of  prepacked  foodstuffs  in  the  home  and  the  tendency  of 
industry  to  build  articles  with  a  limited  life  span. 

On  the  basis  of  50  tons  of  refuse  being  manufactured  by  the  inhabitants  of 
Queensbury  and  Shelf  each  week,  each  men  on  the  two  refuse  collection  teams  moves 
approximately  1.25  tons  of  refuse  each  day  plus  carrying,  emptying  and  returning 
the  bin. 

The  free  collection  of  bulky  house  refuse, since  its  inception  some  years 
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atJ°>  Has  continued  to  bo  cf  assistance  to  residents  in  the  area.  The  benefits 
of  this  service  to  the  elderly  people  and  others  who  are  unable  to  transport 
these  items  to  the  tip  are  obvious.  The  service  is  obviously  of  some  use  to 
the  community  if  it  prevents  this  refuse  from  being  dumped  on  any  available  open 
ground.  There  were  129  requests  for  this  service  during  1967. 


ine  bin  liner  system  cf  refuse  storage  and  collection,  since  its  first  trial 
in  this  district  in  1966,  continue  to  prove  popular  both  with  the  householders  and 
the  refuse  collection  team  alike.  The  advantages  to  the  householder  are  that  it 
is  hygienic,  and  prevents  accidental  mechanical  damage  occurring  to  the  bin  and 
even  if  the  sack  fractures,  refuse  cannot  spread  far  because  it  is  still  retained 
in  the  dustbin.  T le  refuse  collectors  lavour  the  system  because  it  lightens  the 
load  that  they  carry,  then  one  compares  the  weight  of  a  bin  full  of  refuse  (approx 
weight  50  lbs;  with  that  of  a  2|-  cu  ft  plastic  or  paper  sack  full  of  refuse  (approx 
weight  28  lbs)  the  saving  in  physical  lasour  involved  is  considerable.  This  factor 
coupled  with  the  quick  easy  pick  up  of  ike  sack  from  the  bin  has  enabled  the  men 
to  maintain  a  higa  bin  collect ion  rate  oven  though  their  work  load  is  being  in¬ 
creased  by  the  new  houses  being  built  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf. 


It  is  difficult  to  equate  the  economics  of  this  system  of  refuse  collection 
with  that  of  traditional  methods  of  refuse  collection  because  of  the  many  variable 
factors  inherent  in  the  system,  e.g.  snow,  wet  weather,  holidays  Sec,  If  the  time 
was  available,  it  would  bo  interesting  to  cost  and  time  the  rate  of  collection  of 
sacks  and  compare  it  v/ith  the  collection  and  emjrtying  of  dustbins. 


4 •  Refuse  Disposal , 


The  disposal  of  refuse  for  this  district  takes  place  at  Hill  Top  Tip,  Queens- 
bury.  Disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping,  the  method  being  to  tip  the  refuse,  using 
a  Fordson  Tractor  fitted  with  a  Shawnee  Loading  Shovel  to  level  off  and  cover  up. 

The  tip  at  Hill  Top  has  been  in  use  for  just  over  20  years  now  and  it  is  ant¬ 
icipated  that  it  will  he  completely  filled  by  the  Spring  of  1969.  We  are  now  on 
the  final  lift. 

It  was  because  the  tip  at  Hill  Top  was  rapidly  filling  up  that  application 
was  naas,  in  October  1967?  to  the  Planning  authorities  to  develop  a  site  at  Shelf 
as  a  controlled  tip.  Permission  for  the  development  of  the  site  had  not  been 
granted  as  at  December  31st,  1967.  At  the  present  time  it  would  seem  that  unless 
this  problem  can  be  resolved  soon,  we  are  going  to  have  to  overfill  the  Hill  Top  Tip. 

There  are  a  n 'amber  of  factors  influencing  controlled  tipping,  which  20  years 
ago  no  one  would  have  even  dreamed  of,  they  ares- 

(1)  The  changing  character  of  the  refuse  itself,  there  is  more  paper  and  less 
ash  in  refuse  now  than  there  was  20  years  ago.  This  has  the  effect  of  making  a  tip 

pongy  when  the  refuse  is  first  tipped  and  increases  the  risk  of  vehicles  bogging 
down  when  wet  weather  occurs. 


(2).  Tnere  is  an  acute  shortage  of  good  covering  material,  such  as  ash.  We 
can  obtain  and  are  forced  to  use  poor  covering  material  such  as  clay.  Consequently 

lt  rains  Heavily ,  or  for  a  prolonged  period,  as  it  did  in  August  and  September 
1967?  it  becomes  - ■> -  -•  -  -  -  ^ 

effectively.

(3)  There  is  a  shortage  of  suitable  places  that  could  be  used  for  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  household  refuse.  At  the  present  , time  there  is  keen  competition  between 
local  authorities  and  industry  for  these  places.  Industry's  needs  for  finding 
holes  suitable  for  the  disposal  of  industrial  waste  is  creating  a  condition  whereby 
the  values  01  a  hole  m  the  ground  is  higher  than  that  of  the  land  surrounding  it. 

(4)  The  final  factor  influencing  controlled  tipping  is  the  understandable 
reluctance  of  planning  authorities  to  grant  any  application  which  may  affect  the 
amenities  of  the  neighbourhood.

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STAFF  AND  DUTIES 


Excluding  tho  Divisional  Nodical  Officer's  Department,  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  consists  of  four  males  -  two  Public  Health  Inspectors,  an 
Authorized  Meat  Inspector,  and  a  Technical  Assistant  and  Clerk. 

The  Technical  assistant  who  came  to  us  originally  purely  for  clerical 
duties  passed  the  examination  for  the  Smoke  Inspectors  Certificate  in  1962. 

He  does  99%  of  Smoke  Control  Survey  work,  the  supervision  of  fireplace  con¬ 
versions,  and  the  preparation  of  grant  payment  certificate,  in  addition  to 
the  clerical  work  of  this  office. 

The  Authorized  Meat  Inspector,  appointed  20th  November,  1963,  carries 
out  most  of  the  meat  inspection  and  is  more  or  less  full  time  employed  at 
the  Bacon  Factory. 

That  leaves  tho  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  and  myself.  We  are 
responsible  fors- 

(1)  Overall  responsibility  in  meat  inspection  in  cases  referred  to  us  by 
the  Authorized  Meat  Inspector,  (in  practice  very  few). 

(2)  The  examination  of  all  other  foodstuffs  for  human  consumption. 

(3)  The  hy  giene  of  food  shops,  cafes,  snack  bars,  pubs,  canteens,  school 
kitchens  and  of  mobile  food  vans. 

(4)  The  sampling  of  foods,  milk,  water,  ice  cream,  anything  -  to  see  that 
diseases  are  not  spread. 

(5)  Enquiries  into  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases,  and  taking  steps  to 
limit  its  spread,  by  taking  specimens  to  the  laboratory,  exclusion  of 
children  from  school  &c. 

(6)  Refuse  collection,  disposal  and  salvage. 

(7)  Inspection  of  all  new  drainage  work,  plumbing  and  sanitary  fittings 
installed  to  existing  buildings. 

(8)  The  examination  of  existing  drainage  where  defects  appear  to  exist  from 
smells,  blockages,  water  in  cellars,  damp  patches  cn  7/alls  etc. 

(9)  Routine  inspection  of  all  promises  in  the  district  from  time  to  time  to 
seo  what  nuisances  exist,  and  to  secure  their  abatement.  These  can 
arise  by  statute  definition  from  - 

(i)  Any  premises  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  pre judical  to  health 

(ii)  Any  accumulation  or  deposit 

(ii)  Any  animals  so  kept  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  prejudical  to  health 

(iv)  Any  dust  or  affluvia  caused  by  any  trade  or  business  which  is  ...  and 

(v)  Any  workplace  not  prqjerly  ventilated,  or  kept  clean,  etc  so  as  to 
be  a  nuisance  etc* 

(10)  The  routine  inspection  of  houses  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  whether 
or  not  they  are  fit  for  human  habitation  and  to  secure  their  repair,  or 
demolition  or  closure. 

(11)  Inspections  to  find  out  if  any  house  is  overcrowded. 

(12)  Inspections  and  advice  on  application  for  improvement  grants  and  assessing 
amount  of  grant  payable. 

(13)  Certificates  of  disrepair  and  general  landlord  and  tenant  queries. 

(14)  Caravan  sites, 

(15)  Control  of  insect  pests,  and  disinfection  when  required.

The  Act  came  into  force  on  ;st  .November  1991.  Briefly  it  forbids  the  use  of 
certain  filling  materials  for  upholstery,  the  stuffing  of  bedding,  toys,  baby 
carriages  &c. 

Premises  where  Hag  Flock  is  manufactured  or  stored  must  be  licensed  annually 
and  we  have  one  manufacturer  so  licensed. 

Provisions  are  also  incorporated  to  prevent  the  sale  or  use  of  unclean  filling 
materials,  and  regulations  have  been  made  prescribing  standards  cf  cleanliness  for 
such  filling  materials. 

I  remises  where  Hag  Flock  is  used  must  also  be  registered,  and  we  have  one 
upholsterer  so  registered. 


Schools. 


There  are  eight  schools  in  the  area,  and  eighteen  visits  were  made  to  these 


for  purposes  which  include  inspection  of  toilet  accommodation,  sampling  of  milk, 
and  checking  on  absentees  due  to  infectious  diseases. 

Ho  schools  wore  closed  during  the  year. 

Swimming :_Bai  us. 

The  premises  in  which  is  situated  the  only  swimming  bath  in  the  district  are 
Council  owned  and  the  bath  was  open  throughout  1967.  It  was  operated  quite  satis- 
iactorily  during  the  year.  The  slipper  baths  at  the  same  premises  continued  to 
supply  a  need  locally.  A  new  gas  chlorination  plant  was  installed,  the  filter 
examinee,  and  the  accumulation  on  the  top  of  the  filter  removed,  and  a  more  satis¬ 
factory  control  of  the  wa-o.r  quality  set  up  in  1965.  12  samples  examined  bact¬ 

eriological  ly  of  which  10  were  satisfactory.

The  standard  of  cleanliness  apparent  on  routine  inspection  is  good,  and  twelve 
inspections  of  these  premises  were  made  in  1 967 .
